I THE  MOVIE  is  based  upon  two

Tlie  Mormon  settlers  had  en- 
countered no  trouble  with  Villa  un- 
til the  United  States  government 
began  supplying  American  wea- 
pons to  a man  by  the  name  of  Car- 
ranza. an  arch  enemy  of  Villa. 
From  that  point,  Villla  declared  an 
open  war  on  all  “Gringos.”  includ- 
ing the  Mormons  with  which  he  had 
previously  been  friendly. 

THE  MORMONS  had  no  weap- 
ons with  which  to  defend  themsel- 
ves and  were  at  the  mercy  of  Villa 
and  his  band  of  marauders.  When 
word  came  that  Villa  was  on  his 
way  to  Dublan.  the  Saints  realized 
that  only  a .miracle  could  save 
them.  The  movie  is  based  upon 
these  events.

A question  has  been  raised  by  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
as  to  the  vatue  of  having  outside  entertain- 
ment for  social  ev'ents  on  tlie  BYU  campus. 
A decision  has  been  made  to  approve  all 
outside  entertainment  conti-acts  for  the  rest 
of  the  year.  The  issue  will  be  reviewed  a- 
gain  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  and  a 
final  decision  will  be  made  based  jiartially 
on  student  participation  in  the  remaining 
concerts. 

rrobably  the  major  stimulus  for  stu- 
dent participation  in  a major  dance  is  the 
experience  of  hearing  and  seeing  profession- 
al entertainers  who  nonnally  would  be  un- 
accessable  to  students  because  of  expense, 
location,  etc. 

What  about  expense?  Name  entertain- 
ers are  paid  from  ticket  sales  which  general- 
ly result  in  a balance  used  to  bolster  the  stu- 
dent budget.  It  has  not  been  difficult  in  the 
past  to  fill  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  with  5,000 
to  8,000  students  for  name  attractions.  By 
charging  a minimum  of  $1.00  per  person, 
a concert  can  raise  more  than  enough  to 
cover  the  cost  of  the  entertainment. 


What  alxiut  the  quality?  Those  respon- 
sible for  arrangements  include  a rider  on  the 
contract  stipulating  that  the  entertainers 
must  conform  to  BYU  standards  in  speech 
and  dress  while  performing. 

In  the  past  it  has  been  extremely  hard 
to  airange  for  talent  to  come  to  Provo.  Us- 
ually the  only  way  they  can  be  engaged  is 
if  they  have  had  another  contract  cancel 
out,  if  they  are  crossing  the  country  and 
happen  to  be  passing  through  of  if  they  are 
on  their  way  up  or  down  in  national  pres- 
tige. - 

For  the  few  times  during  the  year  when 
outside  talent  comes  to  BYU,  it  has  value  in 
broadening  our  knowledge  of  the  entertain- 
ment world,  and  brings  a refreshing  addi- 
tion to  the  culture  level  of  the  campus. 

Last  Thursday,  Stake  Presidents  and 
Bishops  were  entertained  by  tlie  cream  of 
BYU’s  talent  to  the  theme  “Tlie  World  Is 
Our  Campus.”  Everyone,  including  students 
and  faculty,  was  proud  of  BYU’s  talent. 

But  let  us  have  a Variety  of  entertain- 
ment and  continue  to  invite  professionals 
to  campus.  The  campus  is  not  our  world, 
the  world  is  our  campus.

Assembly

In  a precedent  setting  meeting 
of  the  ASBYU  Assembly,  the  1966- 
67  ASBYU  Budget  was  introduced 
and  passed  by  a unanimous  vote 
of  11-0. 

THE  BILL  which  established 
the  amount  of  money  to  be  given 
to  each  of  the  campus  organiza- 
tions for  the  coming  year  is  the 
first  one  ever  to  be  passed  by  an 
Assembly  for  the  coming  year.  Up 
until  this  year,  the  budget  was 
left  for  the  incoming  officers  to 
make  up. 

This  resulted  in  money  being 
spent  by  various  organizations  be- 
fore it  was  even  appropriated  by 
the  Assembly.  This  bill  is  design- 
ed to  let  the  incoming  officers  of 
the  studentbody  devote  more  time 
to  the  managing  of  student  af- 
fairs that  need  immediate  atten- 
tion. 

THE  BILL  was  submitted  by 
Robert  Valentine  of  the  Finance 
Committee  who  has  worked  al- 
most two  and  a half  months  to  get 
the  bill  completed  for  the  Assem- 
bly to  approve. 

The  bill  must  be  signed  by  AS- 
BYU President  Bob  Christiansen, 
LaVar  Rockwood,  and  the  ad- 
ministration must  also  put  their 
stamp  of  approval  on  the  bill. 

ONLY  TWO  objections  were 
raised  about  money  that  had  been 
allocated  to  the  various  units.  The 
first  question  raised  was  why  the 
Leadership  Committees  request 
for  $7,150  was  cut  down  to  $5,500. 
Valentine  gave  the  explanation 
that  since  the  leadership  program 
has  been  organized  at  Aspen 
Grove,  there  was  no  need  to  send 
ten  or  twelve  people  to  the  lead- 
ership conference  at  Cedar  City. 
He  said  that  by  only  sending  five 
or  six  persons,  it  would  save  $1- 
,000.  A total  of  $1,650  was  cut  off 
of  the  request  of  the  Leadership 
Committee. 

The  second  question  was  raised 
about  the  cutting  of  $1,000  off  of 
the  AWS  budget  request.  The 
question  was  raised  over  whether 
or  not  the  ASBYU  money  could 


Thoughtful  Respect 

Dear  Editor: 

After  reading  the  comments  on 
“Flag  Respect,”  and  then  think- 
ing it  over.  I’ve  decided  to  share 
a few  of  my  thoughts.

I think  of  the  freedoms  which 
we  have  that  are  not  enjoyed  fay 
nations  in  Viet  Nam,  Spain,  Rus- 
sia, China,  Indonesia,  and  many 
other  African  and  Latin  Ameri- 
can Ditcatorships,  some  of  which 
we  support. 

I think  of  my  freedom  to  pay 
15%  directly  in  Federal  Taxes  and 
5 to  10%  more  in  indirect  Federal, 
State  and  local  taxes  (25%  per- 
sonal all  totaled). 

I think  of  my  freedoms  to  have 
this  money  used  to  force  integra- 
tion upon  my  fellow  Americans  ir- 
respective of  Constitutional  (I 
don’t  count  Amendments)  Rights. 
It  is  used  to  aid  Great  Britain 
regain  a former  colony,  while 
Great  Britain  trades  with  our 
enemys. 

It  is  used  to  re-elect  our  bureau- 
crats irrespective  of  justice  or 
popularity  (franking).  It  is  used 
by  our  Chief  Bureaucrat  to  buy 
votes  for  his  next  re-election,  and 
it  will  be  used  to  build  our  No. 
2 Bureaucrat  a $750,000.00  Palace, 
while  I live  in  my  twenty-eight 
dollar-a-month  hole. 

I ALSO  THINK  how  inflation 
is  making  my  pay  check  worth 
less,  (though  not  completely 
worthless),  just  to  support  all  of 
those  new  programs. 

It  is  internal  spending,  not 
foreign  spending  that  creates  in- 
flation. I also  think  of  how  the 
government  removes  a little 
money  out  of  each  check  so  I 


don’t  really  realize  how  much  is 
gone,  and  then  “hides”  even  more 
taxes  in  the  price  I pay  for  every- 
thing from  ice  cream  to  gas.  And 
then  “gives”  me  a few  dollars 
back  in  the  following  year. 

Now,  don’t  mis-understand  me. 
When  the  Flag  goes  up,  I stop! 
And  while  it’s  going  up  I think 
of  freedom,  independence,  the 
Statue  of  Liberty,  George  Wash- 
ington, Abraham  Lincoln,  John  C. 
Calhoun,  Daniel  Webster,  and  all 
of  the  other  people  and  things 
which  we  have  in  our  heritage, 
but  I also  look  around  and  see 
what  has  happened  too,  and  what 
we  are  doing  to,  our  American 
heritage. 

And,  when  some  make  the  com- 
ment (as  was  done  Monday)  that 
this  American  heritage  entitles 
him  to  do  as  he  pleases,  it  a- 
mazes  me.  It  was  an  intimation 
that  we  are  living  in  a free  society 
instead  of  a great  society,  and 
there  is  a vast  difference.  I hope 
that  no  one  reads  just  part  of 
this  letter,  but  that  anyone  who 
does  read  it,  will  read  it  all,  and 
think. 

Responsibility,  doesn’t  end  at 
pausing  for  a few  minutes  in 
honour  of  the  Flag.  And  criticism 
of  the  present  government,  is  not 
being  disrespectful  of  our  Ameri- 
can heritage.  “I  pledge  allegiance 
to  the  Flag,  and  to  the  Republic, 
for  which  it  stands”. 

I reserve  the  right  to  be  critical, 
and  the  right  to  correct  any  im- 
purity which  has  distorted  the  in- 
tent that  God  placed  into  the 
hearts  of  our  forefathers.  Respect 
the  flag.  I do,  and  I’m  sure  that 
we  all  do.  I know  that  we  should 
take  more  time  to  respect  it.  and 
also  that  we  should  honour  it  by 
thinking.

Ky  called  the  conference  of  re- 
presentatives of  various  political 
groups  to  draft  plans  for  a con- 
stitution and  work  out  procedures 
for  elections.  He  has  proposed  ele- 
ctions late  next  year,  but  the  Bud- 
dhists insist  on  holding  them  im- 
mediately. 

THERE  WAS  a prospect  that  the 
Roman  Catholics,  .who  with  the 
Buddhists  represent  most  of  the 
vocal  political  thinking  in  South 
Viet  Nam,  also  would  boycott  the 
congress. 

South  Viet  Nam  is  overwhelming- 
ly Buddhist.  About  10  per  cent  of 
the  people  are  Catholic. 

AS  THE  POLITICAL  pot  bubbled, 
the  war  against  the  Viet  Cong 
slackened,  even  in  the  air.  Reli- 


able sources  said  U.S.  air  strikes 
in  South  Viet  Nam  have  been  cut 
from  450-500  missions  a day  to 
about  300  because  of  a temporary 
shortage  of  bombs.
